The Internal Revenue Service. Ac- 


cording to the IRS, it examines tax 
returns for all charitable, or tax- 
exempt, organizations to insure that 
funds are being properly used. 


The IRS" purpose in doing this is to 


insure that no funds are being used in a 
manner 
that 
would negate that 


organization's tax-exempt status. In 
other words, to insure the funds are 
used for what they were intended. 


Such organizations must file an 


annual return, the same as an in- 
dividual or business. 


Do the people at the First Baptist 


Church have some kind of special 
privilege to cross the street on 15th, in 
the middle of the block in front of the 
Safeway store? We go south to where 
we go to church and most any Sunday 
morning we have to stop for someone 
who doesn't even act like they see us 
coming. 


There are no exceptions to the 


pedestrian laws for anyone, of course. 


The only time pedestrian crossing at 


any place other than crosswalks is 
allowed is in areas where there are no 
traffic signals or marked crosswalks. 
And even then the pedestrian 
is 


required to yeild to oncoming traffic. 


Since the block you mention has 


traffic signals and marked pedestrian 
crossings at both ends of the block, this 
exception does not legally apply and 
pedestrians should cross in the marked 
crosswalks at either end of the block. 


How much money does the county 


charge the cities of Blooming Grove, 
Barry, Purdon and Frost for gravel the 
city street crews use for their street 
work? Is this legal? 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove says 


he does not charge the cities of 
Blooming Grove, Frost, Barry and 
Purdon, for hauling pea gravel and 
black top for them. 


Hargrove explained that his crews 


repair roads in those towns on which his 
crews use to move heavy equipment on. 


"I just fix up what we damage," 


Hargrove said. 


He adds that black topping work done 


on roads in Purdon is going to be par- 
tially paid for by the residents who live 
on the roads. 


According to District Attorney Pat 


Batchelor, a county commissioner can 
work on a road with in an incorporated 
city if the road connects to the county 
road system or if the city has a contract 
with county. 


Hargrove says road work done in 


those towns by his crew, is to repair the 
damage done by his equipment and it is 
only done on the roads his equipment 
uses. 


Can wood really change into rock? 


I'm referring to petrified wood, like 
logs, that my brother says is wood that 
turned into rock. Is this right? 


Wood does not turn into stone, but 


wood does petrify. 
What actually 


happens, according to the scientists, is 
that the minerals in water which in- 
filtrate wood, under certain conditions 
and over long period of time, replace 
the wood cells (which deteriorate.) 


Thus, the wood acts as a mold for the 


forming minerals which eventually 
replace it. 


How much money do TV stars get 


when a program they're in is repeated 
in the summer? Do these people keep 
getting money each, time their show is 
repeated? 


Union provisions for actors now 


provide for payments, on a descending 
scale, every time a television program 
in which they appear is replayed. 


The contract stipulations are ex- 


tremely complicated, as are the union 
arrangements. For 
example, 
the 


American Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists (AFTRA) governs all 
radio performers and all performers in 
television who appear on programs 
broadcast 
live or 
recorded 
elec- 


tronically (that is, videotape). This 
includes newscasters and reporters. 
The Screen Actors Guild (SAG), the 
older of the 
two unions, 
covers 


everyone appearing in motion pictures 
and on television if the program is 
filmed. 


Generally, actors receive 75 per cent 


of their original compensation the first 
and the second time a show is repeated. 
They receive 50 per cent of their 
original pay the third, fourth, and fifth 
time the show is replayed; 10 per cent 
of their original salary for the sixth 
time, and five per cent for every time 
thereafter. 


Writers, on the other hand, have a 


slightly different scale. They get 100 per 
cent of the minimum "scale" payment 
(they may have been paid more 
originally) the first time a show they 
wrote is replayed, 75 per cent of that 
amount for the second repeat; 50 per 
cent for the third and fourth time, 25 per 
cent for the fifth time, 10 per cent for 
the sixth, and five per cent for each 
time thereafter. 


As you can see, the top stars, who 


may command salaries of $10,000 or 
more 
an 
episode for a popular 


television series, can count on con- 
siderable income for their efforts over a 
long period of time if the show is a 
perpetual favorite. 


Conversely, it is estimated that 80 per 


cent of the membership of AFTRA and 
SAG earn less than $2,000 a year from 
their acting efforts.

Taylor switches 
plea to guilty

Jack 
Taylor, 
codefendent 


with 
Jack 
Youngblood 
on 


assault charges, has given up 
the fight. 


Taylor 
entered 
a 
guilty 


Thursday in County Court and 
County Judge Rob Dunn fined 
him $50 plus court costs. 


Contacted Friday Taylor said 


he changed his plea because he 
was "tired of my name being in 
the damn paper." Assistant 
District Attorney John Jackson 
said no deals were made in 
exchange for Taylor changing 
his plea. 


Don Nicholson, attorney for 


Youngblood and Taylor on the 
assault charge, said he was 
"surprised and shocked" over 
Taylor's plea change. He added 
the turn of events would not 
alter his defense of Youngblood. 


NICHOLSON said he had not 


been 
informed 
of Taylor's 


change of heart. Prior to the 
plea change. 


"I haven't seen Jack Taylor 


since Monday," Nicholson said, 
"and certainly wouldn't have 
advised him to do this," 


The former district judge said 


he believed Taylor has made a 
mistake" if he thinks he's going 
to get out from under this." He 
added "this is the second time 
he (Taylor) has pleaded guilty 
to a charge he is not guilty of. 
This is on his record. It was done 
without any knowledge on my 
part." 


Nicholson says the guilty plea 


"has not hurt the case against 


Jack Youngblood because I 
believe I know the truth." 


THE ATTORNEY says he 


feels the district attorney's 
office "has gone behind my 
back by not informing 
me 


before the plea change took 
place. This is contrary to the 
ethics of the legal profession. 
And this is the part of this I 
detest. 


He says he feels someone has 


persuaded Taylor to change his 
plea. 


Taylor, Nicholson says, "has 


let somebody persuade him to 
plead guilty to something he's 
not guilty of." The attorney said 
that unless Taylor changes his 
testimony, 
his 
defense 
of 


Youngblood will remain the 
same. Nicholson doesn't expect 
that to happen. 


"I have researched this case 


and I believe I know the truth; 
otherwise 
I 
wouldn't 
have 


planted my feet the way I 
have," Nicholson said. 


"I am surprised that it 


happened because of the way it 
happened," he added. 


DAVID 
RALSTON 
Jr., 


assistant district attorney who 
has handled the case throughout 
two of three stormy pre-trial 
hearings, was not available for 
comment Friday. 


Nicholson was insistent in 


saying Taylor has made a 
mistake, explaining that Taylor 
was still going to be involved in 
the $80,000 civil suit filed by 
Leon 
Brewer 
against 


Youngblood and Taylor and J 
and G Motors. 


He said Taylor will also still 


be involved in the assault case 
because his testimony is part of 
the defense of Youngblood and 
is still part of the case for the 
prosecution. 


The trial on the assault 


charge against Youngblood is 
set for Oct. 17. 
In catch up year

The recent realignment of Navarro County 


accounting duties between County Treasurer 
E. L. Parrish and County Auditor Elbert 
Dossey has strengthened county finances 
they say. 


Under the new alignment Parrish says his 


office is now doing only what the law requires 
him to do. Dossey explains he has been able to 
implement several forms of internal control, 
which were cited as a major deficiency in the 
county's accounting system by the DeFranco 
audit in January. 


State law says the county treasurer "shall 


receive all money belonging to the county 
from whatever source they may be derived ... 
(and he) shall keep a true account of the 
receipts and expenditures of all the monies 
which shall come into his hands by virtue of 
his office, and the debts due to and from his 
county." 


ACCORDING TO Parrish and his deputy, 


Mrs. Gaye Wright, the 
office 
handles 


"essentially all the banking for the county." 
Mrs. Wright says she produces a monthly 
summary, as required by law, of the receipts 
and disbursements of the county for the 
commissioners court. 


Mrs. Wright maintains a cash journal of the 


money coming into the county and money 
going out. She also maintains a record of the 
payroll account as it pertains to bank tran- 
sactions. The office receives the deposit slips 
from the officeholders each time they deposit 
money in the revolving and Clearing account. 


This account is used as a holding place for 


county revenues when it is not used to pur- 
chase certificates of deposit or in the payroll 
account. 


Under the old system, Mrs. Wright ex- 


plained, with the computer, the payroll ac- 
count and the purchase order system going 
through the office, it would have been difficult 
for Parrish to train a new employe because 
the system was "so complicated.'' 


NOW, SHE SAYS, it wouldn't "take any 


time at all" for Parrish to train someone new 
for the job. 


"Anyone in Navarro County could do the 


job,"she said. 


While Parrish's office keeps track of where 


the county's money is and where it goes, the 
auditor's office keeps track of the county 
budget. Neither office actually handles cash, 
the different officeholders which receive 
money are the only ones that do so. 


Checks to pay county bills are still co- 


signed by both the auditor and the treasurer. 
Parrish insures there is money in the bank to 
back them, and Dossey insures there is a 
budget item for the expense. 


Previously, the treasurer's 
office kept 


partial track of which fund money was spent 


from, but Dossey says there was no "fund 
balancing." Fund balancing, he explains, 
means subtracting expenditures in, say the 
Road and Bridge Fund, from revenue in the 
fund and coming up with a zero total. 


IF THE total is not zero, Dossey says, you 


know to look for a problem. 


The encumbering function of the purchase 


order system is in the auditor's office now, 
too, since it goes where ever the computer 
goes. Dossey says the purrchaase order 
system is working well with no major 
problems. 


However, Dossey says, the major ac- 


complishment of the switch is his ability to 
enforce effectiitivee internal control of the 
county money. 


This is done by the maintaining of general 


account ledgers in the auditors office, which 
can be confirmed independently by different 
sets of records. 


As an example, Dossey used the collection 


of delinquent taxes by the tax office. Before, 
he said, when someone paid their delinquent 
taxes, the records only a noted a credit for 
taxes collected. 


THE INTERNAL control Dossey has put 


into use is two other sets of records, one with 
Western Data Co. in Waxahachie, and the 
other in his off ice. 


When the delinquent tax is paid, the in- 


formation goes to Western Data, which 
maintains the tax roll for the county, the cash 
journal in the treasurer's office has a record 
of the deposited amount, and the auditor's 
office also keeps a record of revenue coming 
in from the tax office. 


Dossey says the three totals should match, 


and if they don't the error can easily be traced 
by an internal audit, and an outside auditor 
can verify the source of the revenue and the 
amount. 


Another example Dossey used was for 


funds collected by the County Clerk's office. 
Monies collected by the office are noted in the 
general account leger in Dossey's office and 
in the cash journal in Parrish's. Again the 
totals from Parrish's records and Dossey's 
should match the amount noted in the docket 
register in the clerk's office. 


THE PROCESS of instituting internal 


control is "very, very slow," Dossey says 
mainly because of "internal resistance and 
external resistance." He adds that the in- 
ternal controls he has started could not have 
been used without the groundwork laid out by 
his predecessor. Bill Smith. 


He says it is hard for an officeholder to keep 


interest in, or motivation for, his job when he 
is constantly subjected to calls at home by 
some malcontent who just wants to stir up 
trouble. 


Harmony is Dossey's theme for getting 


change in the courthouse accomplished.

Contributions from the Navarro Community Foundation fell 


from $462,064 in 1975 to $49,200 in 1976, according to its annual 
financial report, and the foundation's executive secretary and 
treasurer, David Brown, says the main reason for the decline is 
that the foundation received fewer large requests last year than 
it did the previous year. 


The number of organizations receiving foundation support 


dropped from 18 to 12 from 1975 to 1976, but two organizations 
who were budgeted for money in 1976 didn't request it until this 
year, and there were no large donations to compare with 1975's 
gift of $300,00 to the City of Corsicana for the new city hall. 


In fact, two of the three largest contributions approved in 1976 


are not reflected in the annual report because the money was not 
paid out until 1977. These are contributions of $50,000 to the 
Navarro County Youth Exposition Committee to help with 
construction of the new Expo facilities and $23,500 to the Cor- 
sicana School District for lighting for the high school 
auditorium. 


THOSE BUDGETED and receiving money during 1976 were 


Corsfcana Day Nursery No. 2, $300; Navarro County Extension 
Service, $2,400; Navarro County Crippled Children Society, 
$750; Navarro College, $26,275; Child Evangelism Fellowship 
Inc., $3,600; Westminster Presbyterian Church, $375; Corsicana 
Youth Baseball, $3,000; Corsicana Community Playhouse, 
$5,000; Corsicana Emergency Corps, $1,500; Navarro County 
Cancer Society, $500; Kerens Public Schools, $5,000, and 13th 
Ave. Christian Church, $500. 


Brown said the foundation board is hoping for another light- 


spending year in 1977, and has one so far, to allow it to amortize 
that part of the 1975 spending which exceeded that year's in- 
come. 


He explains that under federal regulations, foundations are 


allowed five years over which to recoup the money it overspends 
in a given year. The foundation nets about $290,000 yearly, and 
Brown ays that 1975's spending may be taken care of by the end 
of this year. The foundation had a $125,000 excess from 1971 
which had to be written off last year, in addition to $221,000 from 
1975. 


But Brown says this is not the major concern of the foun- 


dation, and if a "very deserving request" for a large con- 
tribution were to appear on the foundation's agenda at its final 
quarterly meeting in October, the directors would give it proper 
consideration since the purpose of the foundation is to help the 
community whenever possible. 


Brown says the foundation, like all foundations, is required to 


spend all of its earnings each year, with the amortization 
provision included in regulations to permit larger contributions 
without risking the capital of the foundation. 


WHILE THE foundation is in the business of giving money 


away, Brown says making sure there is money to give away is 
serious business. 


Foundation funds are held in a trust by First National Bank, 


which watches over the investments and makes recom- 
mendations to an executive committee of five foundation board 
members who then decide what to do with the investment. 


The foundation's investments ride the markets like private 


investments, according to Brown, and he says that the total 


worth of the holdings "depend on the nature of the economy." 


Because of this, he says, the board, through the bank and the 


daily surveillance of assistant treasurer Inez Carlock, keeps a 
dose watch on the markets. 


Net revenue for 1976 was $294,466 down about $3,000 from 


$297,415 in 1975, but net assets last year showed an increase of 
16.2 per cent, increasing from $3,282,372 to $3,814,793. 


BROWN SAYS that, like private investments, the foundation 


sometimes sees the values of its stock plummet and then must 
decide whether to try to ride out stock's decline or cut losses and 
reinvest. In fact, he says, such a decision is currently pending on 
one company whose stock was worth 38 per cent of what was 
initially invested when the year ended. 


"We run the foundation like a business," Brown says, adding, 


"We'd be foolish not to" with the future of further community 
contributions at stake. 


The foundation showed total 1976 assets, prior to taxes, ex- 


penses and his and Mrs. Carlock's salaries, of $339,681. Oil and 
gas production accounted for $152,875; income from dividends, 
$70,142; income from interest, $70,818, and miscellaneous in- 
come brought in $38,846. The bulk of the miscellaneous income 
comes from the transfer of money from the principal cash fund 
where the foundation keeps "near cash" in the form of com- 
mercial paper. 


The money, Brown emphasizes, is meant to be disbursed to 


worthy causes, and the foundation is guided by the tenets of its 
founder-benefactor Frank Drane, whose memory lives in the 
popular appellation of calling the foundation the "Drane 
Foundation." 


DRANE stipulated that money from the foundation could be 


used to promote religion; promote education; alleviate human 
suffering; construct public buildings and improve public 
grounds; provide relief for the "worthy poor and indigent" aid 
scientific endeavors. 


Brown says the number of requests for foundation money 


have increased and that most groups seeking money receive a 
contribution. 


The key to getting money for non-governmental groups, he 


says, is a tax exempt letter from the Internal Revenue Service, 
an indication that the money is not going to a profit-making 
enterprise. No money can be given directly to individuals, 
Brown says. 


Once an agency has contacted the foundation about a con- 


tribution, Brown says, they are asked to send a letter, proof of 
tax exempt status and operating statements to the foundation. 


He and Mrs. Carlock then "thoroughly research" the 


organization prior to his presentation to the board. 


With the number of requests increasing, Brown says he has 


set a limit for agencies to get their requests in by the first of the 
month in which the foundation has its quarterly meeting. This, 
he says, allows him to be better prepared at the meeting. 


A representative of the applicant used to make the request in 


person, Brown says, but the directors decided that some ap- 
plicants might be hesitant to appear themselves and they 
dropped this practice to encourage more applicants so they 
could cover as many community needs as possible. 


Brown says it is a strange feeling to be with an agency that is 


looking for ways to give money away instead of searching for 
money itself, but adds, "It's a real pleasure."

architect

hospital's 


coronary-intensive 
care 
unit 


and appointed two doctors to 
associate staff. 


The contract, presented to the 


board by Gene Barren, ad- 
ministrator, was signed with 
John Wassell, Wassell-Davis of 
Dallas. Terms of the contract 
call for a payment of $10,000 
plus expenses to Wassell. 


Plans for the $227,500 unit, to 


be located on first floor south, 
involves the use of 3,348 square 
feet by renovating the floor to 
include 18 beds. 


It consists of a 10-bed hard 


wire 
monitored area, 
four 


private rooms (four beds) to be 
hard wire, and two semi-private 
rooms 
(four 
beds) 
to 
be 


telemetry monitored. 


Hard wire monitoring in- 


cludes the connection of wires to 
patients which keep check on 
their 
conditions 
at 
the 


monitoring station. 


Telmetry monitoring allows 


patients to move about freely 
with a cigarette-pack 
sized 


electronic package that tran- 
smits radio waves back to the 
monitoring station in the in- 
tensive care unit. 


With 
the 
renovation, the 


hospital loses three 
private 


rooms, but to compensate for 
them, 
it is renovating 
the 


solariums on second and third 
floors. 


Before 
the 
hospital 
can 


proceed, it must obtain a cer- 
tificate of need from the Texas 
Health Facilities Commission. 


Modernization 
projects 


costing in excess of $100,000 
must be approved by this state 
planning agency which has the 
authority to grant a certificate 
of need to the hospital. 


Application for the certificate 


from Memorial Hospital has 
been sent to Austin the board 
was informed. 


The 
board 
of 
managers 


agreed to adopt a resolution 
expressing their thanks to Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Brown, who 
donated the $227,500 to the 
hospital for the unit.

school trustees last night. 


In a split decision, the board 


approved a bid from 
Ross 


Security Systems to install 
microwave 
radiation 
motion 


sensors in every classroom of 
the building. Installation will 
cost $2,819, with a $35 a month 
maintenance charge for the 
system. 


The 
system, 
which 
will 


operate only when the school is 
closed, is designed to detect any 
motion in the Lincoln building 
and 
to 
notify 
the 
police 


department directly with an 
alarm signal. 


THE 
SYSTEM 
was 
first 


proposed after Lincoln teachers 
reported to the board that they 
could not leave any materials, 
equipment, or class projects in 
their classrooms at night for 
fear that someone would break 
in and either steal or damage 
the items. 


Estimates were obtained for 


security 
at 
several 
local 


campuses, 
but 
the 
board 


decided to concentrate the first 
efforts on Lincoln to evaluate 
the effectiveness of the security 
system before installing any 
more. 


Trustees also postponed in- 


definitely any move to add 


security gates to close off the 
open area between the two 
wings of Lincoln, saying they 
wished to evaluate the security 
system first. 


But not all trustees were in 


favor 
of 
the 
alarm 


arrangement. Voting against 
the motion were members Maco 
Stewart and Ed Blackburn.

Don Patterson case 


Former Blooming Grove man 
left Army for civilian life

Don Patterson is out of the 


Army now after receiving an 
honorable discharge on July 15, 
according to his mother, Mrs. 
G.W. Patterson of Blooming 
Grove. 


Patterson, 25, disappeared for 


a week in early March and the 
case prompted an investigation 
by 
the 
Federal 
Bureau of 


Investigation. The FBI got in on 
the 
case 
after 
military 


authorities 
at 
Fort 
Ord", 


California, 
near 
Monterey, 


received a note allegedly from a 
Vietnam war protest group that 
claimed to have kidnapped the 
army lieutenant. 


The FBI, following an in- 


terview 
with 
Patterson, 


discounted 
the 
story, 
and 


handed 
the case back over 


to Army. The 
Army 
sub- 


sequently 
charged him with 


conduct unbecoming of an of- 
ficer, and with being absent 
without leave. 


ACCORDING 
to 
Sumner 


Wilson, 
public 
Information 


Officer at Ft. Ord, Patterson 
was given an Article 15 by the 
Army. 
Wilson explained 
an 


Article 15 was a "non-judicial 
punishment" involving a fine 
and restriction of movement by 
the officer. 


However, his mother, says 


the Army was not really sen- 
sitive to her son's emotional and 
physical problems at the time of 
the incident, March 1. Mrs. 
Patterson adds that she is not 
bitter towards the Army but 
says 
the 
decision 
was 


"political". 


She 
explained 
that 
the 


hearing board said the decision 
to cite Patterson with an Article 
15 and subsequently deny him a 
promotion to captain was made 
because of "pressure from the 
press and to appease public 
opinion." 


Patterson, his mother says, 


asked for the discharge after 
being denied the promotion. He 
is now working for American 
Express in Sacremento, Calif. 


Mrs. Patterson says that her 


son was overworked and in poor 
physical and emotional 
con- 


dition. She explained her son's 
wife had just divorced him and 
he had received the papers just 
prior to the incident. 


SHE 
SAID 
her 
son 
was 


depressed and still recovering 
from a physical illness which 
had hit him while in flight 
training at Ft. Rucker, Ala. She 
said her son's commanding 
officer told her that Patterson 
was always taking on extra duty 
for other officers who assumed 
he had free time. She added the 
officer said his fellow officers 
did not realize the emotional
